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Amy Alice Chadwick 
Social Worker Passes 
Had Many Local Friends 


A memorial service was held 
last Monday morning at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Ambert G. 
Moody, in loving tribute to Miss 
Amy A. Chadwick, of Atlanta, 
Ga., who passed away suddenly 
in her Atlanta home Thursday of 
last week. 

The service was conducted by 
Rev. Robert Bonner Jack, D. D. 
of this town ‘and a tribute was 
given by Mre. Ambert G. Moody. 

A very large number of most 
beautiful floral tributes came 
from Atlanta, filling the room in 
which the casket stood, and flow- 
ers from the gardens of friends 
were added. 

The bearers were A. P. Fitt, 
A. G. Moody, H. H. Morse, Roy 
R. Hatch, Ralph Forsaith and 
Walter Waite? Burial was in 
Center cemetery in this town. 

Many friends from Northfield 
and Mt. Hermon attended. Alex 
Bunce of Rockville, Ct., with his 
wife, the former Miss; Gertrude 
Ware, many years an associate 
of Miss Chadwick in Atlanta, 
were present, with Miss Freeman 
also of Rockville. « 

Miss Amy Alice Chadwick was 
born near Bolton, England, and 
came to America in the later 
nineties, finding friends in a home 
near Boston, and coming soon 
after to the Bible training school 
here, from which she graduated 
in 1901. 

For over 30 years Miss ‘Chad- 
wick conducted a home in Atlanta 
for little negro girls—known as 
the Leonard Street Home. The 
equipment which she took over in 
1903 was pitifully meager, shab- 
by and rundown, but through the 
years she steadily built up staunch 
friends and supporters for the 
work until she had a fire proof 
building of adequate space and 
good facilities. The home was 
made truly worthy of that word— 
for there was an inate determin- 
ation which enabled her to instill 
refinement with character in the 
children of this home, governed 
always with love, but building 
surely and patiently for Christ- 
like character. 

When she began there were no 
organizations for the welfare of 
Negro children in Atlanta, but she 
saw such work begun and carried 
on, and an inter-racial committee 
at work. There were usually 
about 70 children in the home, 
and no one can tell how widely 
this life, so generously poured out 
for these little ones has bettered 
this world. Her love, the precious 
alabaster of her life, was poured 
out for the neediest, in no pro- 
fessional way, but as shown ‘by 
the Master who. said “As the 
Father has sent me, even so send 
I you.” A long-time friend said, 
“She was power with sweetness 
and love,”— a true estimate. 

During all her work for the 
Leonard Street Orphans’ Home 
the women of East Northfield and 
Mt. Hermon have maintained an 
active interest in the project and 
have sent annually boxes of dolls, 
dresses, and garments for the 
girls, with money gifts. Always 
there has been the warmest per- 
sonal relation between them and 
Misa Chadwick who has visited 
them and reported from time to 
time. 

Miss Chadwick has one sister, 
Emily, in Plainfield, N. J., who 
was not able to come to North- 
field, also two brothers, living in 
Canada—Harry and Jack. The 
third brother Vincent, of Chelsea, 
and his wife were present, and 
are guests of Mr. and Mra. 
Moody.
